ter the Romanes bad baniſhed their Kings, re- 
noued their Conſuls, and placed tenne principal 
mf, Magiſtrates called Decenairi, yerely by turne to go- 

\ ucrnetheir Citie, they ſent iii. Embaſſadours to 

BY Athens, and other Cities of Greece, talearne and 
; > fetch them the Lawes of Solon, and other aunci- 
entrites, and ordinances of thoſe Cities: which being brought to 
Rome, were peruſed by the ſaid ten Magiſtrates and the Senate, and 
one by one were by them examined, ſiſted, & refourmed according 
to the time, cheir maner of gouernement and the nature of their 
people, and reduced into tenne Tables: Then were they publiſhed 
to the whole multitude ofthe citizens, eſtabliſned by the 35. Tribes, 
ingraued in pillars of Braſſe, and ſer in a moſt open place of the Ci. 
tie for all men to beholde, to the intent thateche man myghtt at his 
pleaſure daily peruſe the ſame, and no wayes be ignorant ofthoſe 
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Lawes, which he was bound to obey. By which Tables and other 


two ſhortly after thereuntoannexed, the floriſhing Romane Em- 
pire was chiefly gouerned by the fpace of many ages, and they doe 


remaine the grounde of the Ciuil Lau es vſed to this day in diuers 


partes of the worlde, Euen fo, when ct mightie God of Iacob had 
with diuers miraculous plagues puniſhed the lande of Egypt for his 
elect people of Iſraels ſalſe, caried them oyoꝝy the red ſea, drowned 


therein King Pharao and his hoſte, ſweetened the bitter waters for 


them to drinke, ſent them food from heauenand brought them by 
aà cloudy pillar in the day, and a firie pillar in tlie night vntill they 


came to mount Sinai, he then gaue them dyuers commande- 
ments, and made vnto them many Lawes and ſtatutes, concerning 
due honour to be done vnto him, concerning their duetie to their 
Princes, Magiſtrates, and Leuites, to their parentes, neyghboures, 


and ſtrangers, concerning the direction, order and guiding of their 


wiues, children, ſeruants, landes, goods, and other things neceſſarie 
for the vſe of man. And then moſt ſtraitly charged them, that the 
ſame commaundements ſhould be in their hearts, that they ſnoulde 
ſhew them vnto their children, that they ſhould talke of them when 
they were at home in their houſes, & as they walk by the way, whe

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they lie dowme, and when hey riſe yp,thar they ſhoulde binde the

for a ſigne vpon their hands, that they ſhoulde be warnings betwixt 
their eyes, that they ſhoulde write them vpon the poſtes of their 
houſes, and vpon their gates, And moreouer when they came into 
the lande of promiſe, that they ſhouldeſet vp great ſtones in mount 
Ebal, plaſter them with plaſtet, and write vpon them all the wordes 
of thoſe Lawes, Which commaundementes Ioſuathe ſeruaunt of 


the Lord did after moſt faithfully perfourme. With which good ex- 


amples and ſuch like, together with the care of their ſubiectes by 
Almightie God to them committed, the vertuous Princes and go- 
uernours of this Realme being mooued, haue not onely prouided 
for the due obſeruation of the Lawes of GOD within-theſe their 
kingdomes and prouinces, piked forth the pureſt iuiceand pithieſt 
marow ofthe Lawes ofthe Romanes and other Regions, and from 
time to time by the aduice of their Nobles and conſent of their 
Commons, decreed, altered, and reformed the ſame according to 
the inclination of their ſubiectes, and diſpoſition of the inhabitantes 


ol their Dominions, but alſo haue bene moſt carefull that thoſe 


Lawes and ſtatutes which were newehy ordeined, ſhoulde be in ſuch 
ſort publiſhed, ſpred abroade, and made knowen, that eche perſon 


bound to obey the ſame, might take knowledge of that whereby he 
was to liue, to receiue benefite, or ſuſtaine loſſe, (alwayes intending 
that thoſe Lawes which the finger of God hath written in the heart 


of man, or nature infuſed into him vpon his firſt creation, or reaſon, 


the only cogniſance of mãkinde inſtilled into his breſt, or which the 
auncient Maximes and cuſtomes of the realme, the very ground of 


all our common Lawes haue inſtructed him, be not to any Engliſh- 


man hauing the cleere vſe of Sinderifs wholy vnknowen, ) And 


therefore they haue prouided that their Iuſtices of 0zer & dererminer, 
their iuſtices of Aſſiſe, and gaole deliuery at their generall Aſſiſes, 


their Iuſtices of peace at their quarter Seſſions, their Sherifs in their 
Turnes, their Stewards of Leets and Liberties in their Courts (vnto 
which Aſſiſes, Seſſions, and Courts, the greater nomber of people 
being aboue the age of xii,yeeres, are bound to reſort) ſhoulde not 
only openly declare what Lawes and ſtatutes haue bene made for 
the puniſhmet of ſeuerall great offences, but alſoſhould execute the 
paines and penalties ofthe ſame vpon the tranſgreſſors thereof: that 
the chaſtiſemẽt of ſome might be to others a learning to know the 
ſame Lawes, & alſo a warning to them to auoyd the danger there- 


of. And further they haue foreſcene, that ſome ſpecial ſtatutes which

other meanes, gently put them in remẽbrance thereof, requeſting, 
perſwading, and as it were vpon their bleſſing charging them that 
they woulde doe the partes of good children, & obediently obſerue 
thoſe ordinances which were decreed by their owne or their aunce- 
ſters conſent, Beſides all this, they haue cauſed to be printed the

derations of the making of a ne we, abrogating, altering, or refor- 
ming an olde lawe, tothe intent that euery one which deſireth to 
knowe, may reade, and thereby perceiue the cauſe,and contents of 


the ſame,Sothat our worthy Princes haue plaied the parts of Gods 


good Lieutenants in theſe their regions, they haue laide a foundati- 
on of all their ſtatutes and decrees, the word, and euerlaſting Teſta- 
ment ofthe Almighty, they haue vſed thoſe lawes of the Roman 


- Grecians, Saxons, Normans, and other Countries, which be mo 


correſpondent to the ordinances of God, conſonant to reaſon, and 
agrceable to the inclination of their ſubiects, they haue indeuoured 


them ſelues further to publiſh them, then ingrauing in braſſe, or 


writing in ſtone ſetled in one place certaine, can doe. Whereby is 
plainely declared, not onely their great foreſight to make good 
lawes, but alſo their ſpeciall care to notifie the ſame, that ignorance 
might not excuſe offendors, nor want of notice, leade awry ſuch as 
are willing to liue in order. But becauſe the Gouernours of this 
ſtate, from time to time carefull to prouide ſuch lawes, as were 
moſt commodious for the weale publique, haue beene enforced 
to trie many, to continue diuers, to alter and reforme ſome, ac- 
cording to the diſpoſition of the wauering minded people, fertili- 
tie of the ſoyle, quietneſſe of the gouernment, friendſhippe of the 
regions adioyning, and other accidents and circumſtances.where- 
unto our humane nature is ſubiect, by that neceſſary meanes our 
ſtatute law es are growen to be many, ſome much differing, and 
ſome meere contrary and repugnant to others: for ſithence the 
time of King H,z, (in the ix,yeere of whoſe raigne Magna Charta 
the firſt ſtatute that we haue in print, was made) there haue becne 
a great number of ſtatutes written, ſome in Latin, ſome in French, 
ſome ordeined to be in _ . gs — for — 
ſome repealed in part, and con in part, ſoine repealed by ſpe- 
ciall, and 9 words, as b — — 
ſtatutes, there be at the leaſt 1 20. other ſtatutes and braunches of 
ſtatutes repealed, So that time hath wrought triall, much triall 
bath procured a number, a number provided at ſeuerall times, by 
ſeuerall perſons, and to ſeuerall endes, hath brought in ſome queſti- 
on which be in force, and which not, and thereby imprinteth feare 
to many willing mindes to reade, and diſcouragement to vnder- 
ſtand thoſe lawes, which otherwiſe they woulde in their know- 
ledge imbrace, and in their deedes obey. VVhercupon conſidering 
with my ſelfe, howe carefull our princes haue beene in all ages to

prouide good lawes, how mindeful] to publiſh them, and how de. 

fircus to ſee them obſerued: And againe remembring how ioyful 
euery good Subiect is of good lawes, howe ready tolearne them, 
and howe obedient to cxecute them, and that the Prince and the 
ſubiectes doing their partes, onely time(the beginner,increaſerand 
ſubuerter of humane policies) hath wrought ſome defects and pro- 
cured ſome difficultie in vnderſtanding of our ſtatute lawes,cuer 
meant to be moſt plaine and cafic to conceiue : I therefore (Right 
worſhipfull) haue vndertaken to publiſh in our Engliſh tongue, the 
moſt effectuall ſtatutes which be generall, and at this day in force
